IS PLACED ON FILE 


Basis For Settlement By Gov­ 
ernment Is Determined 
In Decision

W A S H IN G TO N , Aug. .6— A 
de- 
cision involving several hundred mil­ 
lion dollars was handed down today 
by the Interstate commerce commis­ 
sion. 
The 
decision 
determined 
what 
should be paid to railroads for “un­ 
der maintenance” claims during the 
six months following federal control. 
W hile only a comparatively 
small 
sum is involved in these six months 
the principles laid down by the com­ 
mission probably will be followed in 
settling claims that accrued during 
the twenty-six 
months 
when the 
roads were operated by the govern­ 
ment. 
The railroads claimed that the gov­ 
ernment in making settlem ents with 
them should allow for the claims 
that labor had become Inefficient un­ 
der federal controls, that wages were 
higher, that property bough for the 
roads by the government had deprec­ 
iated in value and that materials 
used in m aintenance cost more.......... 
Reject Two Claims 
The com m ission rejected the de­ 
preciation claim both as to labor and 
material. 
Just how much is involved in the 
decision is uncertain. 
Director General Davis has esti­ 
mated that 
the under-maintenance 
claims of the roads amount to about 
$750,000,000. 
It was roughly intimat­ 
ed today that the claim s for "inef­ 
ficiency of labor and depreciation of 
m aterials” might total half of this 
or even more. 
Commissioner Hall was the only 
one of the eleven commissioners who 
did not participate in the disposition 
of the case. 
Commissioners Daniels, Potter and 
Campbell, filed dissenting opinions. 
Ruling Not Unanimous 
Commissioners Myer 
and 
Louis 
concurred only in part on the ma­ 
jority report. 
Commissioner Daniels, dissenting, 
•aid the decision allowing only for 
differences in cost of labor and ma­ 
terial was erroneous. 
Commissioner Potter agreed with 
Daniels. 
Commissioner 
Campbell 
also took the position that more than 
wages was included in the 
words 
“the differences in the cost of la­ 
bor.”

Senators Hold Tax Slash 
Not Possible Until 1922

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.— No taxes can be repealed be­ 
fore January I, 1922, Republican members of the house ways 
and means committee tentatively decided today. 
If this plan in finally enacted, it would mean that busi­ 
ness cmd wealthy individuals during the calendar year of 1922 
would have to pay the excess profits and high surtaxes on the 
profits of 1921. 
Previously it was planned to repeal the ex­ 
cess profits cmd reduce the surtaxes as of January I, 1921, 
thus lifting these levies after corporations and individuals had 
made provision to meet them. 
The main reason for the change is the great need for 
revenue as shown by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon’s out­ 
line of the government fiscal situation. 
If the taxes are not 
repealed until next January more than $500,000,000 can 
be obtained from these levies. 
The previous plan was to 
make the five per cent in the flat corporation income tax also 
retroactive to January I of this year, but under the new pro­ 
gram this tax may never be enacted.

cific discussions in the coming Wash­ 
ington disarmament conference on 
three cardinal principles. 
T hese are: 
First, the recognition and firm es­ 
tablishm ent of the “open door” in 
the Pacific and the Far East. 
Second, the protection and main­ 
tenance of the integrity, political 
and territorial, of China. 
Third, the safeguarding of the in­ 
tegrity of Russia, which principally 
involves Siberia.

l l as the date for the opening of 
the disarmament conference. 
This 
has been expected.| Formal replies 
as to the date are now awaited from 
Italy, Japan and China.

“The parcel post system is a 
commercial 
venture, 
pure and 
simple,” said Hays. 
“There is 
every reason, therefore, why it 
should be made at least selfsup­ 
porting. This does not hold true 
of some other services rendered 
by the postoffice, which 
neces­ 
sarily must be accomplished at a 
loss.” 
Hays explained why a deficit 
Is expected this year and gave 
an itemized statement showing 
where and how the department 
plans to reduce operating costs 
by nearly $15,000,000.

toll of lives. 
The epidemic has invaded Podolla, 
Vologa, Kieff and 
Smolensk, mak­ 
ing twenty-four provinces in all now 
affected. 
One hundred and fifty 
thousand 
victim s were reported to have died 
in two towns in two months. Fifty- 
two thousand w#re children. 
A description of the terror fol­ 
lowing the death wave was 
con­ 
tained in dispatches received here. 
Gangs of looters followed the trail 


of burning homes, which were fired 
by occupants when 
they deserted 
them. 
Armed bands 
entered 
the 
homes of those who might be sus­ 
pected of having food and stole any­ 
thing they could find. 
A band of 
fugitives 
approached 
Moscow and was refused entrance. 
One report stated cordons of troops 
with poison gas surrounded 
them 
and drove them back. Arrangements 
were 
made today 
for 
departure 
from Russia of the new commission 
headed by Gorky and Kinshuk, pres­ 
ident of 
the co-operative 
associa­ 
tion, and Tsiperovich, labor leader. 
They w ill

according to the story told police to­ 
day by Mrs. Obenchain. 
Skull Is Shattered. 
Kennedy was murdered 
with 
a 
shotgun. The back of his skull was 
blown off. 
Mrs. 
Obenchain. 
apparently 
a 
wealthy woman, and a guest at the 
Alexandria hotel, said she was en­ 
gaged to Kennedy. 
She 
said 
she 
was dtoorced from R. R. Obenchain, 
a prorhinent Chicago attorney, about 
a year ago. 
She was hysterical to­ 
day. 
Kennedy was 26 years of age and 
Mrs. Obenchain, 28. 
Mrs. Obenchain 
obtained her recent divorce, she Is 
said to have 
admitted 
to 
deputy 
sheriffs because of her love for the 
murdered man. 
“We had motored to El Segundo 
and the beaches 
yesterday,” 
she 
said. 
“W e returned rather late and 
I accompanied Mr. Kennedy to his 
Beverly 
Glen 
cottage, 
which 
he 
maintained for week-end parties. 
Woman Strikes Match. 
“Mr. Kennedy and I left the ma­ 
chine and started to mount the hill­ 
side stairs. 
Then I membered that 
on my last visit to the cottage, a 
year ago, I had hidden a copper cent 
under a stone near the foot of the 
stairs. 
I wanted to see if it was 
still there. 
I went back a few steps 
and struck a match. 
“Just as the match flared, the most 
terrible crash rang out. I was dazed. 
I looked up the stairway. 
I could 
see Mr. Kennedy collapse. 
( 
“ 'Goodnight, M adeline,’ 
he 
said, 
that was all. 
A dark figure faded 
Into the shadows. 
I thought I would 
die of terror out there in the hills 
alone, with a man dying at my feet 
and dark shapes around me.” 
Screams Summon Police. 
Mrs. Obenchain’s screams reached 
neighbors some distance away. They 
in turn called the Beverly Hills po­ 
lice. 
The police found a fully loaded re­ 
volver at Kennedy’s feet. 
It was ap- 
aprently his own weapon. 
No ex­ 
planation for its presence could he 
established, other than that Kennedy 
possibly feared the 
attack 
which 
actually m aterialized and resulted in 
his death.

CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—-National 
recognition of the crisis now devel­ 
oping in the m otion picture produc­ 
ing industry was given in the senate 
when

Senator 
W adsw orth’s resolution 
calling on 
the secretary of com m erce to rep o rt 
to the senate the developm ent of 
th e m otion picture industry in for­ 
eign countries and the ex ten t of th e 
Im portation of films of foreign m anu­ 
facture. 
Another Panic 
Back of this innocent appearing 
m easure is 
another panic 
of th© 
m akers of m otion pictures in th e 
U nited ' States. 
Several of the stu ­ 
dios in New York and Southern C ali­ 
fornia are closing for m ore or less 
definite 
periods 
unless 
congress 
erects a 
barrier to 
foreign films 
w hich come into com petition w ith 
A m erican 
efforts along 
this line. 
But th is Is but one phase of th e 
trouble. 
T hree distinct problem s are faced 
by the m akers of the m otion pictures 
of th is country as follows: 
F irst, foreign com petition on 
a 
scale of low-priced production which 
cannot be approached in th is coun­ 
try. 
Second, a complete reorganization 
of the industry w ith w age and sal­ 
ary reductions all along th e line de­ 
m anded by 
W all stre et 
financiers 
who have entered the industry from 
a cold-blooded business standpoint. 
T hree, a reduction in th e cost of 
exhibition of pictures through re ­ 
duction in 
the costs 
of labor and 
overhead in projecting th e pictures 
as they are released. 
Recently United 
U ntil recently the m akers of pic­ 
tu res have not been u nited in th is 
country as to the desirability of a 
high tariff on foreign-m ade films. 
t u t recen t developm ents have united 
practically all A m erican m akers in 
a dem and for im m ediate and ade­ 
quate 
protection 
against 
foreign- 
m ade films and particularly the so­ 
called Germ an pictures which have 
for the past few m onths becom e a 
com petitive m enace to th e A m erican 
pictures. 
T he 
exhibitors 
of 
th e 
country, 
how ever, are clam oring for more of 
th e foreign pictures a t th e low re ­ 
lease prices which have been m ade 
and w ill resist as m uch as possible 
any tariff to bar out th e foreign- 
m ade films. 
Big Investments 
M akers of the films w ho have tre ­ 
m endous investm ents in plants, lo­ 
cations, pay-roll and properties say 
th a t w ithout tariff protection the 
new com petition loosed by the com­ 
ing of peace will cripple th e industry 
and force the closing of m any of 
the studios. R epresentations to th is 
effect from some of th e m ost respon­ 
sible producers are responsible for 
the introduction and passage of Sen­ 
ator W adsw orth’s resolution. 
S tatem ents have been m ade th a t 
some of the m ost notorious of the 
G erm an pictures w e w produced in 
G erm any for a total cost of less th an 
$10,000, while the sam e grade of pro­ 
duction in this country would cost 
from 
tw enty to 
tw enty-five tim es 
th a t am ount. In addition to the low 
scale of wages and m aterial costs 
the rata of exchange is en tirely in 
favor of Germ any and o th er E uro­ 
pean countries. 
W hen th e G erm an pictures first 
appeared there was a cry from some 
of the producers for a protective ta r­ 
iff, w hile others held aloof, feeling 
th at any action of th is so rt would be 
followed by em bargoes ag ain st A m er­ 
ican films in England, F rance, G er­ 
m any and other European countries. 
Now the possibility of an European 
invasion of cheap pictures is so ap­ 
parent th a t practically none of the 
producers is opposed to high protec­ 
tion, and the quicker th e better.

geles woman is the legal owner of 
a certain lot 
in 
the 
Huntington 
Beach oil field. 
The woman, Mrs. Mary E. Stuart, 
asserts that Ray W alker, W. Frank 
Linder arid the Midway 
Petroleum 
company have attempted to deprive 
her of the lot through misrepresent­ 
ations which she lays to Walker, 
According to Mrs. Stuart, she en­ 
tered into an agreem ent with W alk­ 
er in October, 1920, whereby she was 
to sell him the lot for $700. W alker 
paid $50 down to bind 
the 
agree­ 
ment, she says. Mrs. Stuart asserts 
that W alker told her that he wanted 
the lot for corn raising purposes. 
To Raise Corn, Claim 
She says that W alker claimed that 
he had a farm er friend 
from Kan­ 
sas who would 
cultivate the lot. 
W alker is said to 
have 
intimated 
that he and his friend were acquir­ 
ing as many lots 
as 
possible 
at 
H untington Beach for 
their 
com 
raising epterprise. 
The plaintiff further alleges that 
on or about November I, 1920, Walk­ 
er sold the lot to W. Frank Linder 
for $10, subject to the term s of the 
agreem ent as drawn up between her 
and 
W alker. 
Later, 
Mrs. 
Stuart 
claims, the Petroleum Midway com­ 
pany, as leasee, fostered a commun­ 
ity leasing plan and the lot which 
W alker Is alleged to have 
sold 
to 
Linder was leased to the company. 
That 
deal, 
according 
to 
Mrs. 
Stuart 
was 
negotiated 
November 
24, 1920, hut she did not discover the 
transaction until March, 1921. She 
now asserts that W alker never paid 
her more than the initial payment of 
$50 on the lot, and that that was to 
make the deal binding. 
Claims Misrepresentation 
She also claims th at he induced 
her to sell through 
m isrepresenta­ 
tions- He concealed from 
her 
the 
fact, she asserts, that oil syndicates 
were drilling for oil in proximity to 
the lot. 
W alker told her, she says, that the 
nearest oil well was one mile away 
and th at it was filled with water and 
would never be productive. 
According to Mrs. Stuart, the lot 
is now worth at least $2,500. 
She 
asks that 
the 
court 
rescind 
the 
agreem ent which she 
entered 
Into 
with W alker for the sale o. 
he lot, 
that she he given $1,000 damages for 
false assertion of ownership and a 
quitclaim deed to the lot, 
showing 
that she is the sole owner. 
The defendants W alker and U nd­ 
er deny tljat they acquired the lot 
through misrepresentations or fraud.

The Orange county farm bureau 
was today mailing circulars to the 
ranchers, orange growers and other 
producers of the county, also to the 
many 
Industries 
which require a 
number of men, calling to their at­ 
tention the employment bureau re­ 
cently established by the farm bu­ 
reau and the California Fruit Grow­ 
ers’ exchange. 
W hile established little more than 
a week ago, the new labor office, It 
was stated, has already justified its 
existence and has seemed to fill a 
need In the economical life of the 
county. 
Many men have been placed al­ 
ready and the big factor in tne suc­ 
cess of the venture is that e*m man 
is personally selected for his fitness 
for a particular place. 
“Everybody is free to call on the 
office for help, either those desiring 
work or those needing workmen,” 
said H. F. Jackson, in charge. 
"To 
the latter is issued a call for listings 
as it Is at present a little easier 
to find men than jobs. 
“Since the bureau works on the se­ 
lective principle, the men sent out 
are well qualified to fill the places 
they are assigned to, and the work 
of the bureau Is not confined to fill­ 
ing the needs of ranchers and pack­ 
ers alone, but first class mechanics 
and many other trades are repre­ 
sented.”

WORK IS BEING RUSHED 


Trucks Transport Material 
For Use In Building 
Roadways 


W hen completed, Santa Ana will 
have an automobile park and camp­ 
ing grounds equal to any in the 
country. 
This is the unanimous opinion of 
visitors to the eucalyptus grove on 
the bank of the Santiago creek, east 
of the 
North Main street bridge, 
where modern conveniences are be­ 
ing added to the site’s natural ad 
vantages. 
“It is here that antoists, who are 
traveling with slight attention to 
hotels, will receive their first im­ 
pression of Santa Ana—their first 
impression of its scenic charms as 
well as the charm of its hospital­ 
ity,” said Charles P. Smith, presi­ 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce. 
“For th at reason, the Chamber of 
Commerce, which is sponsoring the 
project until the city considers it­ 
self able to take it over, intends to 
make the camping grounds equal to 
or surpassing similar parks provided 
by other cities." 
Heavy trucks are now transport­ 
ing the surface material from North 
Main street, which is in course of 
construction, to build a solid, all- 
year-’round 
r o a d w a y 
into 
the 
grounds. 


Rough Part Completed 


The rough part of the road build­ 
ing is already completed, and the 
fill will be carried as far into the 
location as material will allow, ac­ 
cording to present plans. The road 
building is being performed with due 
consideration of the natural beau­ 
ties 
of 
the 
grounds. 
Eucalyptus 
trees line both sides of the main 
entrance road, while their leafy tops 
transform the second-hand macadam 
into 
a 
“poetic 
lane 
of grateful 
shade.” 
The main thoroughfare will be 
wide enough to allow cars to pass 
each other, while narrower branches 
drop gradually into the creek bed, 
where secluded hollows call to the 
camper, who desires a little of pri­ 
vacy, to make his bed. 
The entrance when completed will 
have sufficient extent of filled land 
to allow for the erection of a filling 
station and a permanent homo for a 
park caretaker. 
Gas and water will be run into the 
grounds, which also will be connect­ 
ed with the sewer system. 
The camp site covers an area of 
seven and two-thirds acres, extend­ 
ing from the North Main street 
bridge to a point a little more than 
half a mile up the Santiago creek 
bed. 
W ild , Secluded Spot 
“Probably,” said J. C. Metzgar, sec­ 
retary of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, “the majority of campers will 
choose the upper end of the grounds. 
It is particularly’ suited to campers.

Tells Observation of Motor­ 
ists’ Parks During His 
3300-Mile Trip 


“Santa Ana will do well to make 
Its 
automobile 
camp 
attractive,” 
said R. L. Bisby, manager of the 
Spurgeon Realty company, who re­ 
cently returned from an automobile 
trip of 
B orne 
3300 miles, 
daring 
which time he made the rounds of 
auto camps af the Northwest, 
Camps of this description repre­ 
sent a business asset that should be 
recognized by every merchant, in the 
opinion of Bisby. He said: 
“Rvery autoist is a source of in­ 
come to any city where he camps. 
From my observation, I believe that 
a camp should be placed as close 
to the main highway as possible and 
near the business section of the city, 
or at least where car service may be 
had from 
the camp 
to the city. 
Portland and Ashland, Ore., have 
ideal camps and camp sites; they 
are easily reached by car service 
from every part of the city. 
Visiting Population 
“Before 
leaving 
Santa 
Ana 
I 
thought I had some idea of the 
value of an auto camp to a city. The 
first stop I made was at the auto 
camp at Sacramento, where I found 
131 machines parked, with an av«r- 
age of five persons to a car, mak­ 
ing a visiting population of 655 per­ 
sons, most of whom had to buy 
food, auto supplies and some cloth­ 
ing. A good live merchant can fig­ 
ure for himself what this is worth. 
In the small cities we would find 
60 to 75 machines Un the camp and 
in the large cities from 150 to 200 
machines. 
“The 
accommodations 
at 
these 
camps vary. Some of them furnish 
you with gas plates, hot and cold 
water, wash trays, shower baths and 
lavatory privileges, and the more 
pretentious have entertainm ent halls 
or social centers. On the entire trip 
every city that we visited either 
had an auto camp in operation or 
was arranging to put one into op­ 
eration. The plans for these camps 
are most pretentious, and the per­ 
sons who visit them are in most 
cases persons who are able to put up 
at any hotel. It is the call back to 
Nature being answered by the pub­ 
lic. 
In the Far West, when you 
travel at night through the more 
wooded region, the glint of camp­ 
fires is seen through the openings 
in the forests at every turn of the 
road.” 


Sell Spare Parts 


Provision also is made in these 
camps for selling spare parts to vis­ 
iting autoists. 
“In some of the camps,” Bisby 
said, “we found machines being re­ 
paired and parts being bought.” 
Emphasizing the necessity of a 
proper 
location 
for 
auto 
camps, 
Bisby speaks of the troubles that 
come to the traveler in a strange 
land who endeavors to find his own 
camp site. 
“When an autoist passes a regular 
auto camp and starts out to find a 
camp for himself, it sometimes is 
quite a problem. One night we trav­ 
eled for IOO 
miles looking 
for a 
camp site, and all we could see was 
barbed wire fences and deep ditches 
by the roadside. My advice to an 
autoist looking for a camp site i3 
to stop at a regular camp and to 
stop early enough to get acquainted 
with the arrangement of the camp 
and the conveniences that are of­ 
fered for his use. 
Park to Be Camp 
“At Vancouver, B. C., they are 
just now turning beautiful Central 
park into an auto camp ground. To 
my mind, this camp is not situated 
close enough to Vancouver to be of 
any value to either Vancouver or 
New W estminster. The camp is a lit­ 
tle over six miles from Vancouver 
and about the same distance from 
New W estminster.” 
The auto’ tourist gathers that val­ 
uable first impression of a city from 
the camp it provides for his comfort 
and convenience, said Bisby, who 
speaks as one who has made his 
judgment of cities by that method. 
“Santa Ana will do well to make 
its camp attractive, because every 
autoist who stops there will carry 
away his impression of the camp and 
the city, and, believe me, he will 
pass it on to everyone he meets at 
all other camps. Very few camps in 
the 
Northwest 
are 
making 
any 
charged 
all of them have camp 
limitations as to time. As the camps 
in the Northwest get better organ­ 
ized and give more conveniences to 
the public, I believe that they will 
increase their charges. The camp is 
a necessity to the autoist as well 
as a valuable asset to the city.” 


Auto Touring Popular 
The growing popularity of the au­ 
tomobile method of “Seeing America 
First,” as opposed to the more rigid 
demands of railroad travel, stands 
out vividly in the traveler’s remi­ 
niscences of his trip. 
“The world is awheel,” he said. 
“On a trip covering a little over 
3300 miles, I saw a machine from 
every state in the Union, as well as 
many machines from British Colum­ 
bia, Canada and the Philippines, 
making the round of the auto camps 
of the Northwest. 
“Some time since, somebody start­ 
ed out to sell the ‘Open Road.’ lf I 
am any judge of the result of this 
campaign, I would say that he had 
oversold.” 


Preventing Accidents 


’*) 


The insurance department of 
an automobile club has published 
some interesting safety facts in the current issue 
of 
a motor magazine. 
The handling of traffic, it asserts, is a matter for experts, 
but there 
is a wide field for sensible action on the part of automobile drivers 
which would simplify traffic problems and prevent a great many 
accidents. 
A few of the causes of automobile accidents are listed as 
following: 
“Overspeeding, failure to give arm signal, abuse of right of way 
when technically it may be yours, abuse of right of way when you en­ 
deavor to usurp it, cutting corners. 
Accidents which occur between 
intersections or in open country driving are caused by turning in mid­ 
dle of block, misjudging distance when passing other vehicles, ex­ 
cessive speed, failure to look for approaching traffic or give proper 
signal leaving curb or roadside, turning attention away from street 
or highway.” 
Many cars are struck while parked because other cars have faulty 
brakes or their drivers are incompetent. 
Frequently, also, the struck 
car is improperly parked. 
There is some unavoidable skidding. 
There 
is also a good deal of skidding which follows speeding and attempts 
to stop or turn too quickly. 
Failure to observe approaching street 
cars or foolish attempts to “beat” cars or railroad trains at crossings 
and stalling on tracks are the reasons for most of the collisions of that 
sort.’ 
Many times it is “the other fellow” who is to blame, but every 
driver, by the simple means of practising caution and considerateness 
in his own driving, can make sure that he is not that dangerous other 
fellow.

an ordinance for 
the regulation of tonnage of trucks.

Has Teeth In It 


An outline of

The ordinance is the first ordin­ 
ance with teeth in it prepared for 
county passage. This county has had 
an ordinance for some ten months 
designed to control trucking.

3— Every truck limited to carry­ 
ing overload of fifty per cent be­ 
yond manufacturer’s rating. 
A— Vehicle with solid rubber tire 
worn to less than one inch In thick­ 
ness limited to 2JOOO pounds. 
5— Penalty: 
A fine of 
not over 
$500, a jail sentence of not over six 
months, or both fine and jail 
sen­ 
tence. 
Users of tracks as a rule are sat­ 
isfied with the provisions of 
the 
■ordiance. 
Heavy Trucks Penalized? 
Truckmen who are amenable to 
reason—and. the truckman who is 
not reasonable is the exception and 
not the rule—have recognized for 
months that regulation is necessary 
; if the present highways are to be 
kept usable. 
There are some of the truckmen, 
however, who 
have 
entered pro- 
1 tests against the proposed ordinance 
in some of its limitations. The pro* 
I tests come 
almost 
entirely from 
i owners of five-ton trucks. 
The protest is based upon what 
j they believe is a penalty that has 
been placed on the big truck. It is 
' pointed out, for instance, that 
a 
truck weighing 10,000 pounds, which 
Is w hat the five-ton truck probably 
weighs, can 
carry only 
fifty per 
cent overload with its manufactur­ 
er rating as a basis. That truck is 
not allowed to carry a fifty per cent 
1 over-load because of the maximum 
load limit of 22.000 pounds. 
Another protest, and the strong­ 
est made by the truckman, is against 
the maximum load limit for truck 
rind one or two trailers. T hat maxi­ 
mum is 36.000 pounds. 
“T hat means,” said a commercial 
hauler, "that with my five-ton truck 
I can use only one trailer. It cuts 
me out of 
the use of 
my second 
trailer in that the total load limit 
is so low that I can carry the entire 
load on the truck and one trailer. 
The light truck, however, has the 
advantage, for it can use its two 
trailers and be within the total load 
limit.’* 
Dealers Interested 
The man 
who drives 
a 
heavy 
truck and the 
dealers 
in 
heavy 
trucks are united in declaring that 
it is the speed of the light truck 
rather than the heavy loads carried 
by the big slow-moving trucks that 
do the 
real damage 
to the pave­ 
ments. 
1 
"Since this ordinance was drawn 
and its provisions were published in 
The Register,” said District 
Attor­ 
ney Nelson today, “fully half of my 
time has been given to hearing ob­ 
jections to the ordinance. 
These 
objections come almost wholly from 
dealers in big trucks. I have heard 
from some individual truck owners, 
most of them being owners of five- 
ton trucks, who say that the total 
load 
limit of 
36,000 pounds 
cuts 
them out of the use of one trailer. 
“Thursday of this week, a delega­ 
tion of ten truck dealers, some of 
them residents of this county, Borne 
from TjOS Angeles, came to my of­ 
fice 
and entered a 
protest against 
the 
provisions 
of the 
ordinance. 
These 
men 
all 
represented 
big 
trucks. There was a Moreland man 
here, a 
Mack 
man and 
a Utility 
trailer man. The trailer man was 
quite anxious because the 
second 
trailer of the big truck, for all prac­ 
tical purposes, was eliminated. 
I 
told him that the committee in fix 
lug 
the total load 
limit at 36,000 
ponnds had that purpose exactly in 
mind. It wanted to make it imprac- 
iticable to use the second trailer, 


and some of the committeemen hope 
that the ordinance to a certain ex­ 
tent will cut down the usage of five- 
ton trucks. 
“I told this committee of ten, as 
I have told others who have talked 
to me about the ordinance, that I 
acted merely as agent in drawing 
up the ordinance. The supervisors 
of 
the three 
counties 
met 
ana 
agreed upon the passage of a uni­ 
form ordinance. Each county named 
a committee to draw up the ordin­ 
ance. 
Those 
committees 
decided 
upon the general terms, and I mere­ 
ly, on their instructions, put those 
terms into legal form. 
“I pointed out to them that doubt­ 
less the board of supervisors will 
give them a hearing next Tuesday. 
I also pointed out that the board 
bere probably would not feel at lib­ 
erty to change the terms of the or­ 
dinance 
as the terms 
had 
been 
agreed upon by the representatives 
of the three counties and probably 
no changes would be allowed ex­ 
cepting upon a tri-counties confer­ 
ence of some kind. 
“Yes, indeed, the very first thing 
the heavy truck driver or salesman 
throws at me,” continued Nelson, 
“is, 
Tt’s the 
heavily loaded fast 
truck th at does the damage.’ They 
have told me that we are barking 
up the wrong tree, that we should 
be regulating speed, and quit worry­ 
ing about the tonnage. 
"I have told them, Just 
as was 
made plain in The Register’s report 
of the meeting at Riverside and of 
the meeting here, at which meet­ 
ings 
the terms of 
the 
ordinance 
were agreed upon, that the counties 
have no Jurisdiction 
over 
speed. 
Speed 
is regulated 
by state law. 
Unfortunately, the state law 
does 
not hold down the speed of trucks 
to where, it should be. But we can’t 
help that. I agree that speed should 
be further regulated, too, but 
we 
can’t touch speed further than to 
enforce the law now existing. 
“But we 
can regulate 
tonnage, 
and the three counties feel that lim­ 
itation of truck loads is absolutely 
essential 
to the 
safeguarding 
of 
county property.1* 
In his conference with the truck 
dealers Thursday, Nelson reiterated 
his owp opinion as to what m ust be 
done to meet the present problem 
involving the breaking up of paved 
highways. 
“I told them,” said Nelson, “that 
if the coontie® and state proceeded 
to build 10-inch pavement, the truck 
manufacturers 
would 
be 
selling 
trucks that would smash up a 12- 
inch pavement. The solution Hee not 
In heavier pavement bot in limiting 
traffic to the highways we have. 
That is absolutely the only way we 
can save our public investment in 
paved highways. 
“This ordinance 
is designed to 
meet a real need. If it is passed by 
the three counties, it will be 
en­ 
forced, and I believe it will 
save 
Orange county hundreds of thous­ 
ands of dollars. 
■ “ 'You are ruining our business,’ 
one of these men told me. ‘And you 
are ruining our highways, and we 
have power to make you stop it.’ 
'And we’d be dubs if we didn’t make 
you stop it,’ I replied ” 
The proposed ordinance is going 
to stop a great deal of damage that 
is being done by light trucks now— 
lf it is true, as many persons be­ 
lieve, that the heavily loaded fast 
truck is the truck that is doing the 
greatest 
damage to 
the highways 
now. 
A truck is to he limited to a fifty 
per cent overload. That is, a two- 
ton truck may not carry a load of 
over three tons. That will prevent

ORANGE PRODUCTION PER TREE 


San Bernardino and Riverside papers have been 


holding an editorial pow-wow in an effort to discover 
the reason why the census report for 1920 shows the 
average production per orange tree for San Bernar­ 
dino, Riverside and Tulare counties to be lower than 
the average production per orange tree for Los An­ 
geles and Orange counties. 
The census figures give the per tree production as 


follows: Los Angeles, 3.2 boxes per tree; Orange, 
2.4; San Bernardino, 22; Riverside, 1.4. 
The reason why the production per tree of this 


county is less than the production in Los Angeles is 
very easily answered. In proportion to the total num­ 
ber of bearing trees, the number of trees that have 
come into bearing but are not yet bearing full crops 
is much larger in this county than in any other county 
in California. 
The census does not show the production of trees 


according to their age. It does show the number of 
young non-bearing trees in each county. This county 
in January, 1920, when the census was taken, had 
twice tire number of young orange trees not yet bear­ 
ing as were counted in San Bernardino county, five 
and a half times the number in Riverside county, 
thirty-five per cent more than in Los Angeles county 
and thirty-seven per cent more than in Tulare county. 
These figures are quoted in this editorial merely to 


show that a very large proportion of the trees of this 
county at the time the census was taken were not full 
grown trees and that naturally the production per 
tree was cut down thereby. 
Certainly the production in this county is not 


lower than in Los Angeles county by reason of cul­ 
tural or climatic conditions. The average orange grove 
is nowhere better cared for than is the average orange 
tree of Orange county. 
At 5 years of age, the Valencia tree will produce 


about half a box of oranges. The production is much 
heavier at 6 years of age, but the tree is hardly to 
be classed as a normal bearer until it is 8 years old, 
and its production will continue to increase until it is 
9 or IO years old. Soil and type of tree and care of 
the tree have a great deal to do with the maximum 
production of the Valencia tree. It may reach a pro­ 
duction of twenty-two boxes to the tree, which is the 
production in Sherman Stevens’ fine Valencia grove 
at Tustin. 
According to an estimate made for The Register 


by George B. Shattuck, manager of the Golden West 
Citrus Growers’ association of Iustin, not fifty per 
cent of the orange trees of this county are in full bear­ 
ing today, and the proportion that were in full bear­ 
ing in 1919 was much less than it is today. 
The horticultural commissioner of San Bernardino 


county is authority for the statement that the produc­ 
tion per acre for San Bernardino county was lower 
for 1919 by 138 boxes than it was in 1909. 
“Why has production in the interior counties 


shown so marked a decrease?” asks the San Bernar­ 
dino Sun, and straightway it gives the answer: “Grow­ 
ers here have fallen behind in the care of their groves; 
the drop in production resulted.” 
“So far as Riverside county is concerned.” says 


the Riverside Press, "The Press has no hesitation in 
saying that the main trouble is the acreage of unpro­ 
ductive groves that long ago should have been rooted 
out, and the failure of many growers to fertilize suf­ 
ficiently and, in general, to maintain their groves in 
a high state of effinency.” 
We believe that the average orange grower of 


Orange county is thoroughly alive to the necessity of 
giving his orchard proper care. 
Soils and climate that are ideal for Valencia or­ 
ange growing, combined with intelligent care, bring 
about a highly satisfactory production in the average 
Orange county orange grove. Taking the age of trees 
into consideration, there is every reason to believe that 
in per tree production this county is without an equal 
in the world.

A d i 
mg to the official total of these twenty countries an 
estimate for the others based upon their latest official 
returns, it seems apparent that the face valuation of 
the merchandise forming the imports and exports of 
all countries in 1920 will approximate $100,000 000- 
000 against $63,000,000,000 in 1918 $40 000 000 
OOO in 1913. $20,000,000,000 in 1900 id S io ' 
000,000,000 in 1870, when the United States “ took 
off its coat” and entered seriously into world trade. 
In that year, 1870, our international trade was 


about 8 per cent of that of the entire world in 1913 
approximately 11 per cent, in 1918, the closing year 
of the war, about 14 per cent, and in 1920 again 
about 14 per cent, though, as above indicated, the 
figure of world trade in 1920 includes estimates for 
certain minor countries for wliich official figures are 
not yet available. 
One especially interesting feature of this compari­ 
son of world trade in 1920 with that of the earlier 
years lies in the increasing share which United States 
manufactures form of world trade. Prior to the war 
we supplied but about one-sixth of the manufactures 
entering international trade and in 1920 nearly or 
quite one-third. 
Prior to the war, our manufactures exported 


amounted to little more than $1,000,000,000 per an­ 
num and in 1920 were more than $4,000,000,000, 
having thus increased 300 per cent in value in the 
1913-1920 period, while world international trade was 
increasing 150 per cent in nominal value in that same

It 
is safe to say, however, that every book bought "cir­ 
culated” among at least IO readers who could not get 
it at the library and would not pay $2 for it. 
^ A better example of a substantial “ seller” is 
Wells* “ The Outline of History,” because, although 
it is more expensive than “ something” by Ibanez or 
Lewis or Tarkington, it will keep on selling long af­ 
ter “ The Four Horsemen,” “ Main Street,” and “ Alice 
Adams” have ceased to interest the reading public. 
The appellation “ best seller” is also a term of de­ 
rision or even contempt, indicating as it does that 
the book is indeed “ popular” and therefore not per­ 
manent; in short, that is not “ literature.”

seller” is like a ship that passes in the night
